“Kids shouldn’t be out 
bike riding after dark — but 
if they are, their bike ought 
to have reflective tape,” said 
Louis Van lersel. 

He pointed out that last 
year some 570 persons were

killed in bike accidents, 65 
per cent of them children 
aged 5-14. Another 30,000 
persons were injured in such 
accidents. Four out of five 
fatal bike accidents occurred 
at dusk or after dark. 

"The extra warning pro¬ 
vided by reflective tape can 
save a child’s life,” the VFW 
official said. 

In addition to applying 
tape, VFW members will in¬ 
spect the bikes for proper 
equipment; horn or other 
signaling device, headlight, 
rear reflector and function¬ 
ing brakes. 

More than seven million 
bikes across the nation have 
been reflectorized in the 
VFW program. Supported by 
the National Safety Coun¬ 
cil, the “Lite-A-Bike” pro¬ 
gram depends on reflective 
tape donated by the 3M 
Company, which has given 
more than a million dollars 
worth of the material to 
date.

Half Cent 
Tax Levy 
Looms 


Supervisor Frank G. 
Bonelll recently reported 
that West Covina Mayor 
Norman G. Snyder, a mem¬ 
ber of the Revenue and Tax¬ 
ation Committee of the Los 
Angeles County Division of 
the League of California 
Cities, has indicated that the 
proposed one-half cent coun¬ 
ty sales and use tax over¬ 
ride received a cool recep¬ 
tion at a meeting of the 
Revenue and Taxation Com¬ 
mittee of the California 
League of Cities in Sacra¬ 
mento last week. 

“The County of Los An¬ 
geles has been seeking 
statewide support of enab¬ 
ling legislation providing 
for enactment of a %-cent 
county sales tax,’’ Supervi¬ 
sor Bonelli explained. “The 
bill provides that if the tax 
is implemented by a coun¬ 
ty, the new revenue derived 
therefrom must be used only 
for reducing the county 
property tax rate," he 
stressed. 

Supervisor Bonelli con¬ 
tinued: “Such a %-cent 

sales tax would produce an 
estimated equivalent of 59 
cents for each $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation in new 
revenue to apply against the 
County tax rate. Thus, the 
present Los Angeles County 
general tax rate of $2.39 for 
each $100 of assessed value 
could be reduced to $1.80, If 
the legislation is adopted. 

“But, without statewide 
municipal support, passage 
of the enabling legislation 
is remote — if not impos¬ 
sible.” 

On Supervisor Bonelli’s 
motion, the Board of Super- 
visorts instructed the Clerk 
of the Board to advise all 
of the cities in the state of 
the importance of and the 
need for passage of the 
legislation in the State Leg¬ 
islature and to solicit their 
support for its enactment.

Penalty 

Assessment 

Questioned 

County Assessor Philip E. 
Watson said today that the 
trial court decision ruling 
that penal assessments were 
unconstitutional was “an 
open invitation to fraud.” 

At stake, he said was the 
entire post-audit program 
which has resulted in the 
addition of approximately 
$83,000,000 in escaped value 
to the 1963 and 1964 assess¬ 
ment rolls in the two years 
since he began the program. 

Watson said the decision 
would be Immediately ap¬ 
pealed by the County, and 
that he would bring the de¬ 
cision to the attention of the 
state legislature with a view 
to new penalty legislation 
that would meet the objec¬ 
tions raised by Judge Wil¬ 
liam H. Levit in his decision. 

“If the Assessor loses the 
power to impose penal as¬ 
sessments, it is an open in¬ 
vitation for the taxpayer to 
commit fraud by erroneous¬ 
ly reporting his property,” 
Watson said. 

“Loss of the penalty sec¬ 
tion would actually penalize 
the honest taxpayer,” he 
said. “Since we cannot audit 
all returns, a taxpayer could 
take a chance that he would 
not be caught if he reported 
dishonestly. If he were 
caught, the only result 
would be that he would 
have to pay the tax he 
should have paid in the first 
place.” 

The Assessor pointed out 
that the effect of the deci¬ 
sion, if upheld, would also 
strike down the power of 
the State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion to levy penal assess¬ 
ments.

Storm Drain 
Pact Approved 
By 9 Cities 

Two-way agreements pro¬ 
viding for design of storm 
drain projects to be built in 
nine cities of the First Sup¬ 
ervisorial District under the 
$275 million bond issue ap¬ 
proved last November has 
been authorized. Supervisor 
Frank G. Bonelli reported to¬ 
day. 

Parties to the pacts are 
the County Flood Control 
District and the cities of 
Bellflower, Downey, El Mon¬ 
te, Lakewood, La Mirada, La 
Verne, San Dimas, South 
Gate, and Walnut. 

Bonelli said they call for 
the cities to prepare the 
drain plans for submission 
to the District. Upon adop¬ 
tion by the Board of Super¬ 
visors, the District will seek 
bids for constmiction of the 
projects. 

The procedure is similar to 
that developed under pre¬ 
vious storm drain bond issue 
programs and makes Indivi¬ 
dual cities responsible for 
preparation of design plans. 
The District is obligated to 
construct, operate and main¬ 
tain the facilities. 

Cost of the design work 
will be reimbursed to the 
cities by the District from 
funds voted for the program, 
Bonelli said. 

The 1964 undertaking calls 
for construction of 267 pro¬ 
jects throughout the county, 
the Siupervisor, who is chair¬ 
man of the Board’s Flood 
Control Committee, added.

California, school admin¬ 
istrators have been caught 
in a mounting stream of 
legislative abuse over the 
past few years, and, if some 
prominent lawmakers have 
their way, public education 
could undergo some start¬ 
ling changes in the *•'- 

ture. 

The most recent assault 
came from tlie chairman of 
the Assembly’s Education 
Committee, based upon a 
Subcommittee Report on 
School Finance. 

Expressing “shock at the 
misapplication of funds for 
administrative and non¬ 
classroom functions,” the 
chairman gathered state¬ 
wide headlines which por¬ 
trayed school administrators 
as persons not only spend¬ 
ing taxpayer money with 
both hands, but virtually ab¬ 
sconding outright with 
school funds. 

As a member of that Fi¬ 
nance Subcommittee, I want 
to say that we found NO 
such thing! 

It Is true that certain 
committee members felt 
that some school districts 
were not spending their 
money as effectively as they 
might. Also, some felt that 
some local school boards 
had allowed administrative 
staffs to unnecessarily pro¬ 
liferate. However, no general 
castigation of school admin¬ 
istrators was warranted by 
our findings. Indeed, there 
is overwhelming evidence 
that the vast majority are 
dedicated and conscientious 
men and women. 

Unfortunately, howev e r, 
this recent attack reflects an 
ominous trend in the Educa¬ 
tion Committee toward state 
control of local school dis¬ 
trict spending. ’There are in¬ 
dications of a scheme to set 
lup rigid categories for the 
expenditure of state support 
money, and, perhaps even to 
establish runiform staffing 
patterns for all the districts

'Triad or Princeton Plan, 
would take children i n 
grades 1 to 6 by bus from 
their regular, normal school, 
to a distant, strange school 
and the children from that 
school to another and could 
even take the pupils from 
that school to yet another, 
two years at a time. 

Questions asked and 
frankly answered by the 
three-member slate of board- 
member-candidates brought 
out and made clear the fol¬ 
lowing basic points of infor¬ 
mation: 

1. School children so re¬ 
moved from their own school 
to one miles away would 
virtually lose all contact 
with parental care, concern 
and protection. 

2. No educational advan¬ 
tage could possibly result. 

3. The emotional upset to 
school children would be a 
serious blow to their educa¬ 
tion and welfare. 

4. Under any circum¬ 
stances, with nothing to be 
gained and everything to 
lose, the cost to the taxpay¬ 
ers would be very, very high 
indeed. 

5. In searching for the mo¬ 
tive back of such tradition- 
upsetting shenanigans, there 
was hut one explanation: 
Those backing it were bent, 
even at taxpayers expense, 
and regardless of what it did 
to education and general 
child welfare, on forcing ra¬ 
cial school integration out of 
all bounds of normal com¬ 
munity school requirements. 

6. The slate of candidates 
expressed their confidence 
in and pledged their support 
for Superint e n d e n t of 
Schools, Robert Jenkins, 
whose school administration 
has brought him widespread 
community praise and who 
has steadfastly opposed the 
monstrous school bus pupil¬ 
trading plan. 

Steve Salisian, present 
member of the Pasadena 
Board of Education, a posi¬ 
tion which he has held for 
the past eight years, with 
three years as board presi¬ 
dent, said: ‘‘I believe in the 
best education possible for 
all the children of our school 
system. I am heartily in fav¬ 
or of neighborhood schools.” 

LuVerne La Motte, cur¬ 
rently president of the Pasa¬ 
dena Board of Education, 
who has been a member of 
the board for the past eight 
years, said: “Many of the 
usual issues of a school 
board election I believe are 
not issues in this election. 
For example: Curriculum, 
instructional methods, book 


selection, homework and 
other educational items are 
not being questioned. What 
is at stake is belief in the 
maintenance of neighbor¬ 
hood schools.” 

Dr. Joseph J. Engholm, 
well known Pasadena civic 
leader, lodge member, past 
commander of veteran’s or¬ 
ganization and past presi¬ 
dent of the Pasadena Charn- 
ber of Commerce, had this 
to say: “The candidates 
supported by the League for 
Sound Ediucation are firmly 
for the neighborhood school 
concept. We believe the 
forced bussing of children is 
not in the best interest of 
education, not wanted by 
the youngsters, very expen¬ 
sive and must be recognized 
as an imprudent experiment 
with children.”

“Housecleaning of county 
government from top to bot¬ 
tom” was demanded Tues¬ 
day in the first organized as¬ 
sault on the 1965 county 
budgets which may soar 
past the $1 billion mark. 

George C. Jordan, chair¬ 
man of the policy commit¬ 
tee of Taxaction, Inc., said 
his units in 57 communities 
all insist on budget cut¬ 
backs in a drastic house¬ 
cleaning. 

To slash property taxes, 
Jordan urged the Board of 
Supervisors to fix ceilings on 
the “asking” budgets of 
county department heads. 

He insisted on a follow-iup 
on grand jury findings of 
waste, tightening of welfare 
procedures, reduction of 
county personnel through 
non - replacement of em - 
ployees who leaves and a re¬ 
duction of classified county 
positions. 

Moratorium Asked 

Until property owners are 
relieved of an unfair share 
of the tax burden, Jordan 
said, the county should de¬ 
clare a moratorium on new ' 
construction which Is not 
strictly of an emergency 
character. 

Pointing out that 140 addi¬ 
tional Superior Court judges 
are projected for this county 
by 1980 at a cost of $35 mil¬ 
lion a year, Jordan pleaded 
that building of courthouses 
be halted until court re¬ 
forms are made to reduce 
the need for more courts 
and judges. 

At the state level, Jordan 
asked the supervisors to 
lobby vigorously for tighten¬ 
ing of “loopholes” in the 
1963 Welfare Act. 

Other Targets 
He said supervisors will 
not be the only officials un¬ 
der taxpayer fire this year. 

“Oiur school boards at all 
levels — state, county and 
local — take much more of 
our tax dollar than you do,” 
he said. “On the local level 
alone they spend about 
twice as much. 

“They are spurred on by 
something like a school cult 
whose high priests scream 
“Tabu!” If anyone even 
questions their spending.” 

Jordan said revol ting 
property owners will join in 
a “taxabuster” assault this 
year at county budget hear¬ 
ings. 

Mrs. Mary Firslna, Hun¬ 
tington Park, pledged sup¬ 
port for the taxabuster by 
WOW, a taxpayers’ group of 
Women On the Warpath 
who are loaning their signs 
to be used upside down by 
a MOM affiliate — Men on 
the Move.

It has been said that federal grant-in-aid programs 
have grown to the point where they are unmanageable. 
Whether or not this extremity has been reached, they are 
ascending to stupefying dimensions. 

In 1966, the proposed budget indicates, they will reach 
the record figure of $13.6 billion—$2.2 billion more than 
for 1965 and $3.3 billion above the 1964 appropriations. 
Practically all of the increase is in the areas of welfare 
and education, including such programs as economic 
opportunity: educational assistance: manpower develop¬ 
ment and training: health and research: and housing and 
community development. 

The question here is not whether any or all of such 
programs are good or bad, necessary or unnecessary. 
It is whether they are a proper function of the central 
government. And, further, it is a question of whether the 
rights, obligations and responsibilities of state and local 
government—to say nothing of individual citizens and 
families—are to be totaUy submerged by federal bureau¬ 
cracies which control the purse strings and lay down 

the rules. „ ^ „ 

The cost of grants-ln-aid, in terms of dollars, is 
enormous. The other cost, which must be measured in the 
subjugation of local government which is far more re¬ 
sponsible to the needs, wants and problems of its regions, 
is greater still.
